And Mrs. McDonald Will Tell Star's Cooking School

trail to the camp cook—that inimitable 
keeper of the chuck wagon that rock- 
ed down many a weary trail in the 
dust, of departed Longhorns. In spite 
ef the fact Unit modern servants rule 
the average family with a regal air, no 
cook lias ever languished in such an 
atmosphere of worship as did the 
old-time camp cook—the autocratc of 
the cow trail. His chuck wagon was 
literally a royal chamber on wheels 
for the worn out, hungry cowboys at 
the end of a long day's ride—and the 
'call of tin; west" was never stronger 
than when the camp cook sounded 
'chow 


Beans Still Favorite 


Some of those crude, hearty dishes 


of the camp .md trail still yield u 
tempting aroma for moderns—partic- 
ularly, beans, declares Mrs. Martha 
McDonald, who is to conduct a free 
cooking school for women readers of 
the Star next week at the Saenger. 
The camp cook of the Old West who 
let his pork and beans simmer all 
night over the hot coals knew the 
secret of a delicious dish, she says, 
which in this particular instance was 
slow and gentle, cooking. 


The chuck wagon generally carried 


bouns, bacon and few canned goods. 
'Ihe cook's one delicacy was pie, ul- 
vvays of canned or dried apples en- 
closed in a crust that only he, in his 
regal role us camp cook, dared to 
make. To beans and bacon be some- 
times added Spanish unions and can- 
ned tomatoes. A stray yearling fur- 
nished Iresh meat; coffee was swal- 
lowed scalding hot, usually without 
.sugar and always without cream. 


Lucky, indeed, was the cow outfit 


v.'iio can ied a highly-pr:xetl cook 
one \vho really took seriously the nian- 
si^cd job of tttdiiijj cowboys. A cciv-

oulfit in 1871. and the luxurious menus 
he turned out of his tniil kitchen for 
his cowboys: His meat was usually 
from a fat heifer, often ribs broiled 
before the campfire and an oven of 
loin: with this he cooked sweet breads 
and heart, mixed in gravy, with corn- 
bread, molasses and black coffee; and 
for breakfast, the aromatic pot of pork 
and beans which had simmered over 
hot coals all night, 


Lone Trail Faro 


Not always did the cowboy have 


even the pleasure of chuck wagon 
'chow." Often, with only bis cayuse 
pony and six-shooter for company he 
'rode range, over a lonesome trail for 
nu'ley. camping alone at night by lu's 
solitary campfire. His main dish in 
such cases was the historic "frying 
pan" 
bread. The cowboy spread a 


thick batter over the botton of his pan, 
the latter laid upon hot coals for a 
moment until the lower crust com- 
menced to form. The dexterous cow- 
boy then tipped the pan and held it 
far enough from tho fire for a little 
heat to reach it until the loaf was 
raised. The pan was then pushed to 
within bilking distance of the coals 
until the bread was thoroughly cook- 
ed. 


The bread then vacated the pan. 


and into it. went, the cowboy's hand- 
ful 
of coffee and sufficient water, 


which was allowed to boil to a strong. 
bitter-black stage. 
Whereupon 
the 


lone cowboy consumed his campfire 
supper, unrolled his blanket and went 
soundly to sleep with his after-dinner 
music the long drawn howls of the 
coyote.

Moratorium on Mortgages 


LITTLE ROCK-(;P)—Luther Wilkes

Futrell Urges Action 


LITTLE ROCK.—"I think the bill as 


introduced hi both the house and the 
senate Wednesday with the amend- 
ment providing for the refund of the 
tax on gasoline used for agricultural 
purposes should be passed without 
further amendment," said a statement 
issued by Governor Futrell Wednes- 
day night. 


Close advisors of the governor said 


that his statement was issued in re- 
sponse to a demand by many mem- 
bers of the legislature that the gover- 
nor make his position plain. These 
advisors said that the governor had 
in no wise modified his position that 
the executive, legislative and judicial 
department of the government should 
bo sepai-ate and distinct but that in 
the present crisis, he was willing to 
assume the responsibility of recom- 
mending that the legislature pass the 
pending bill without further amend- 
ment. 


The Governor's Statement. 


The governor's statement follows: 
'1 regret the dire necessity which 


demands the enactment of any re- 
funding law. I wish it had been a 
part of our constitution that bonds 
could not be isssued until the people 
had voted for the same to be done. 
I regret that the original program to 
issue $52,000,000, only, had been ad- 
hered to. If this had been done, we 
would not be in our present trouble. 


Those are responsible for this pre- 


dicament who made it possible to issue 
ajul sell bonds until the state's credit 
was completely broken down with an 
indebtedness far beyond the capacity 
of the people to pay within any reas- 
onable time, but this is water over 
the dam. It cannot be helped. 


The question is—what can be done 


to save the home sof the people? The 
mortgage on the lands of the people 
remains. The question is—shall the 
state permit the homes of the people 
to be sold for a debt which the state 
justly owes and should pay? I say 
not. 


"If we resort to methods of raising 


revenue not mentioned in the agree- 
ment, we may fail for that very rea- 
son. For instance, if we resort to 
natural gas, litigation will undoubted- 
ly follow, which will perhaps riot be 
settled for a year. This would result 
ill breaching our agreement and mak- 
ing default on the very threshold of 
an attempt to carry out the refund- 
ing agreement.

Gain in Springfield 


Springfield is a steady town in em- 


ployment, most of the workers being 
highly skilled. Yet employment here 


mounted .is follows: January, 28,867; 
March, 27.086; June. 30,824; and Sep- 
tember. 33.7GO. Payrolls almost doubled 
from the low in Mnrch, careful fig- 
ures of the Chamber of Commerce 
indicate. 


Yet oven here, in a town of highly- 


pkilled workers, there have been la- 
bor disturbances. Pockctbook mak- 
ers, electrical workers at the Westing- 
house plant, bakers and truck driv- 
ers have been on strike nt different 
times. 


Great progress has been made in or- 


ganizing workers here. .The Central 
Labor Union reports memberships of 
between 12,000 and 15,000, practically 
doubled since NRA went in effect, 


Jurisdiction Disputed 


Considerable friction has developed 


here in the chartering of new federal 
unions, a dozen or more of which 
have received charters. Skilled ma- 
chinists, for example, who make up 
the bulk of labor in most of 
the 


plants, usually are claimed by the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists, 
who arc accused by the Central of 
preventing the chartering of federal 
unions in several cases, though unable 
themselves to organize the workers. 


At the Wcstinghouse plant, some' 


2800 workers ore enrolled in the plant 
industrial union, disregarding the in- 
ternationals. 


The direct benefits of NRA are seen 


in 
the pocketbook industry 
here, 


which had been quilty of some sweat- 
shop tactics. Girls who formerly got 
$7.50 a week now are getting ?14 and 
nre organized under the Pocketbook 
Workers' Union (A. F. of L.) 


There also was some trouble in the 


apron industry, where pay of from 
$7 to ?9 a week was raised to the code 
minimum of $13, and the factories 
made to install time-clocks. 


Good for Texfile Mills 


New England cotton 
textiles

their code perhaps even more than 
those of the south, for here they claim 
that at last they are put on a com- 
petitive footing with the labor costs 
in that section.

Once more the Hope Star 
hangs up a record, for which 
it owes thanks to its readers. 
The close of 1933 registered 
another net gain in cash col- 
lected for subscriptions . . . for 
the fifth consecutive year. 
The gain over 1932 was ap- 
proximately 1Y> per cent, de- 
spite the fact that the city sub- 
scription rate was reduced 
from 50c a month to lOc per 
week, and the newsboy's share 
greatly increased under the 
Little Merchant plan. The car- 
riers now earn about 50 per 
cent more per week than under 
the salary and commission ar- 
rangement in force prior to 
1933. 
The Hope Star's share 


is considerbaly less than un- 
der the former arrangement. 
Nevertheless, making allow- 
ances for the former payroll of 
the carriers, subscription in- 
come from all sources was 7V-j 
per cent over 1932 when the 
year ended. 
There has been a good gain in 
net cash collected from sub- 
scriptions during each of the 
five years of the Hope Star 
(hynership. Another splendid 
gain is practically assured at 
the end of 1934, on account of 
i n c r e a s e d city circulation 


alone, aside from the present , 
splendid prospects of recovery. 
There are more subscribers 
now than at. any time during 
the five years, and the number 
is constantly increasing, re- 
gardless of the many disasters 
that have befallen this section 
before recovery set in. 
The 


drouth, bank failures, nor five 
cent cotton did not affect the 
gauge of net cash collected 
from subscriptions. 'The list 
fell and rose from time to time, 
but the important gauge, "net 
cash collected" never failed to 
increase with each year. 
Newspapers are printed for 
their subscribers, not for their 
advertisers. It is the support 
of the subscribers that gives a 
true gauge to the value and im- 
portance of the paper to the 
community. A paper can at- 
tract advertising only in pro- 
portion to its service and in- 
fluence with its readers. 
What could be a better indica- 
tion of reader-influence and 
reader-interest than constantly 
gaining circulation income? in 
good times and hard times? 


For which we thank you, the 
readers of the Hope Star, for 
this record of constant growth.
